Austro-Hungarian for two weeks and 
that during the last 
tew days have 
b een forcing the armies of the cen­ 
tral powers to give ground. 
This 
stand of the Italians has b een with­ 
out the aid of the allied troops which 
have b een sent into Italy, b ut which 
have not yet reached the first line 
trenches. 
Gen. Maurice also ex pressed the 
opinion that the British troops which 
have b een gaining ground daily in 
Palestine will not he ab le to capture 
the ancient town of Jerusalem with­ 
out another definite b attle. The Brit­ 
ish must wait until fresh troops, guns 
supplie» and ammunition can b e tak­ 
en to the front b efore the fall of 
Jerusalem can b e undertaken. 
Gen. Maurice discussed the situa­ 
tion on various fronts. 
The passing 
of the crisis on the Italian front, he 
said, was due entirely to the efforts 
of the Italian army, adding: 
“Anglo-French 
troops 
are 
now 
availab le in sufficient quantities to 
satisfy us that the situation is se­ 
cure.” 
Gen. Maurice pointed out that Ger­ 
man inab ility to ex ploit the Italian 
disaster could lie regarded as signi­ 
ficant of Austro-German weakness. 
“The results which the Germans 
attained in their first attack,” ho 
said “were due solely to the success­ 
ful propoganda among the ignorant 
soldiers of the uneducated peasant 
class. 
This success far ex ceeded 
any German ex pectations, b ut having 
gained this success, it would b e ex ­ 
pected that the Germans would do 
all possib le to ex ploit it. 
They have 
b een ab le to do nothing b eyond fol­ 
lowing up the Italian retirement. Ev­ 
en now^here is no sign anywhere of 
the 
vast 
German 
reinforcements, 
which it might naturally b e ex pected 
Germany would rush up to strike a 
decisive b low 
against the 
enemy. 
Why ? 
My only answer is that they 
are not there b ecause Germany is 
unab le to send them. 
She is unab le 
to ex ploit the opportunity offered.” 
Of the western front he said: “The 
b attle of Camb rai is still in the melt­ 
ing pot. The attack was a great suc­ 
cess. 
The British in this case had 
no definite ob jective» . 
We intended 
to get as far as we could and I can 
tell you we estab lished ourselves a 
deal farther than Field Marshal Haig 
ex pected. 
“The 
actual positions 
captured 
were very interesting, showing the 
tremendous amount of work put in 
on the triple Ilindenb urg line b y the 
German soldiers. 
Each line was de­ 
fended b y strong trenches, dugouts, 
tunnels and a triple line of b arb ed 
wire, each line fifty to six ty yards 
in depth. 
The villages b ehind the 
line had b eneath them great cham­ 
b er» which it would b e slander to 
call dugouts; they were more like 
hotels fifty feet b eneath the ground 
and were provided with electricity, 
water supply, sewers, drying rooms 
and kitchens. All the earth ex cavat­ 
ed from these places had b een placed 
inside the houses; so from the air­ 
planes the village appeared always 
perfectly 
normal. , These 
under­ 
ground villages were ab solutely shell- 
proof and b omb proof.

We learn that chocolate (and r o ­ 
a m ) come from the seeds of a plant 
called “cacao”— it has the tongme- 
twi-ting technical name of “ theo- 
broma cacao,” which means “ food of 
the gods,” Linnaeus having so ch rist­ 
ened it. 
From the languid West In ­ 
die-. it conies, and from Asia and 
Africa, too. 


The cocoa tree is not large, s c a rc e ­ 
ly” more than IO or 18 feet high. 
Its! 
le a v es are large oblong affairs, and] 
it has clusters o f rose-colored and I 
pale yellow blossoms. 
The fruit is 
shaped something like a banana or a 
cucumber, from six to eight inches 
long, and each fruit holds numerous 
seeds,— the 
familiar 
cocoa 
bean. 
Oval shaped, and a Ik* ut the size of an 
olive, are these seeds. 
To remove 
them, the fruit is first fermented, to 
get rid of th** pulp; then Hie seeds 
are roasted, and the skins loosened 
by brushing, so th at the husk m ay be 
funned away. 
A part of the fat of 
the bean is removed, and becomes 
cocoa butter.

popularly known as “ cocoa n i b s ” ar** 
crushed and ground between rollers, 
which reduces them to a uniform p a s ­ 
try consistency.

Men Subject to Military Service Law 
Cannot Plead Ignorance of 
the Regulations. 


The men in Jackson county who are 
subject to military duty under the se­ 
lective conscription law are expecting 
receipt of the questionnaire to be 
mailed to them under the new plan 
by which each registrant 
is to be 
classified according to their economic 
worth to the government. 
New regu­ 
lations have been made relative to the 
classification method. 
It is expected 
that the plan will be in operation not 
later than February 15. 
All persons subject to the selective 
military service law, Provost Marshal 
Crowder has announced, are charged 
with 
knowing 
the 
law 
and 
ac­ 
companying regulations, and failure 
to comply with them will be regarded 
as a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
year's 
imprisonment. 
Failure also 
may cause immediate induction into 
military service, and will operate as 
a waiver of any right or privilege 
which 
might 
otherwise have been 
claimed. 
General Crowder pointed out that 
all former exemptions are revoked, 
under a section of the regulations 
which reads: 
“ All 
exemptions 
and 
discharges 
made prior to noon on December 15, 
and all claims in evidence thereof, 
¡ire hereby revoked from and after 
noon on December 15, and all such j 
certificates theretofore issued shall, 
have no further validity. 
“ In any case of deferred classifi­ 
cation made under these rules and 
regulations, 
the secretary of war 
may order such deferred classifica­ 
tion, and any certificate issued in 
evidence thereof, to be revoked and 
rescinded, and the registrant to be 
transferred 
to 
any 
less 
deferred 
class designated by the secretary, 
except only as to such registrants 
as have been placed in Class ”> on 
account of legal exemptions. 
On its part, the local board is to 
do everything possible to acquaint 
registrants w ith their order of lia­ 
bility. 
I t is 
absolutely necessary 


th a t each registrant s h a ll know his 
order number. 
The board is to mail 
■the re g is tr a n ts notices of its actions 
concerning them, and of any duties 


th a t they are required to perform, 


and notice of its disposition of the 
claims of other persons regarding 
registrants, shall be mailed to the 
registrant and the other persons as 
well.
